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INTRODUCTION. 

It is a matter of great astonishment to me, that 
evsry man dues not see must plainly, from even a 
casual reading of ihe Bible, that God has never been 
able,— either by mercies the most miraculous, or judg- 
ment* the most severe.— to make anything great and 
£ix\l oat of poor, trad man. This awfully solemn, 
though humbling truth, is apparent from the " in the 
beginning " of Genesis, to the ■• Amen " of Revelations ; 
for, indeed, it seems to me, that that man's sanity 
should be doubted, who, wuh a common knowledge of 
the Scriptures, does not see ami believe this truth. 
May it not be confidently assumed, then, without the 
Wast fear of contradiction, thai God never can, while 
man is man, ever make a church, kingdom, or world, 
out of such materials, anything like what he would 
have them to be f 

A GLANCE OVER THE PAST. 
And now, in looking over the horrid picture, we 
— »of necessity, be very brief. First, then, look at 
in Eden, with every inducement to ob»»y. Did he 
stand the test? No, but fell a victim to his own cu- 
riosity ; and in about 1000 years true piety became 
extinct to the earth, with the exception of Noah apd 
family i and now read the awful mandate of Jehovah — 
"I wdl destroy man, whom I have created, from the 
face of the earth." Next we see him, in about 120 
years after the flood, saying, "let us build us a city, 
and a tower, whose top may reach unto heaven." But, 
says the Lord, " let us go down, and there confound 
their language, that they may not understand one 
another's speech;" and so they were scattered from 
this beautilul plain, over the face of all the earth. 
Next, in about 320 years after this, in the call of 
Abram, we see God making another effort to save the 
world from entire moral putrefaction. In 20 years after 
this, " the sun had risen upon the earth, and the Lord 
rained upon Sodom and upon Gomorrah brimstone and 
•re, and overthrew tho.se cities :" another awful proof 
of the truth of our introduction. Next, in 430 years, 
find the descendants uf Abraham a nation of slaves 
the idolatrous kingdom of Egypt ; but God had now 
3 down to deliver them, " and in the self-same day. 
Lord did bring the children of Israel out of the land 
of Egypt by their armies. " Next, in their 40 years' 
journey through the wilderness, notwithstanding the 
constant miracles of mercies, and wonderful deliveran- 
ces. God was obliged to destroy their 600,000 fighting 
men, except Caleb and Joshua, besides women and 
children ; even Moses, the meekest of men. could not 
be permitted to enter the promised land. At one time, 
in their journey through the wilderness, their iniquities 
came up so thick before God, that he threatened to 
destroy the whole nation, and make of Moses another . 
• he interceded for them, and they were spared. 
' we find them safely located in the land of 
promise ; but do we find ihem a believing, obedient 
people? So far from that, their kind Deliverer from 
Egyptian bondage is compelled to Jet the surrounding 
nations in npon ih€m, goiding and annoying them on 
every side, until in about 700 years, a Israel (i. e. the ten 
tribes ) was carried out of their own land to Assyria 
unto this day :" and then, in about 120 years more, 
Jurtah was carried to Babylon, and the city and temple 
were both destroyed, and the Zion of God was made 
desolate; and after groaning in bondage for 70 years, 
God again set them up in their own land, built up their 
temple, city, and polity. Next, in about 450 years, the 
Babe of Bethlehem makes his appearance ; and, says 
the great Owner of the vineyard, " they will reverence 
my Son." But what say the husbandmen ? "Come, 
this is the heir, let us kill him, and the inheritance 
will be ours." The first part of this threat, they most 
effectually carried into execution ; hut they were foiled 
in the last ; for, instead of that, they were left of Qod 
to their enemies. Everything peculiar in them was 
abandoned of God forever; Ihe descendants of Abra- 
ham scattered to the four winds. " Lo wc turn to ihe 
Gentiles." rang through the apostolic ranks; and God 
takes hold in earnest to raise up a pure church from 
the Gentile world, of such, and such only, as would 
worship him. in spirit anil in truth. The apostles went 
forth with their lives in their hands, the Holy Ghost 
working with them ; and in about 30 years Paul could 
say "the hope of the Gospel, which was preached in 
every creature which is under heaven." Their suc- 
•esa was great. But when popularity succeeded lo 
persecution, and Constantine professed lo be converted, 
true piety was nearly gone ; and as soon as A. D. 538, 
Papacy commence 1 its Woody and hellish reign and 



until the days of Wickliffe, Luther, Calvin and Melanc- 
thon, it had almost undisturbed possession of this world. 
But when these morning s'ars of the Reformation 
arose, the midnight of the dark ages was broken in 
upon, and Ihe 12ii0 years of papal supremacy over the 
nations expired in 171*8, and Daniel's " time of ihe end " 
of -15 years commenced , the church, having come out 
of her wilderness siaie, goes to work in earnest lo 
finish up her work of " publishing the Gospel among all 
nations." The tlight of the angel was now manifest 
in all directions; success crowned the efforts of the 
church, and "many were purified, and made white, 
and ined : M -the " wicked are doing wickedly," and 
" the wise beginning to understand." 

REMAINING' TIME. 
In our glance ever the past, what have we seen, but 
one continued scene of mercies and judgments, on the 
part of God ; and, on the part of man, the combination 
Of the ferocity of the tiger, the folly of the idiot, and ihe 
obstinacy of the mule ; penny-wise and pouud-Toolish j 
very careful about nothing, but very careless about 
'Wrything. But will this awful state of things continue? 
Yes, unequivocally we answer, yes ; while the blood 
of Adam runs in the veins of living men, and man 
is born of woman. That this stale of things will con- 
tinue until the secona coming of Christ, is as certain 
as it is that the Bible is an inspired book. A few texts 
will now be quoted. "Let both (wheat and tares) 
grow together until the harvest ; the harvest is the end 
of the world." — Matt. xiii. "I beheld, aad the HUM 
horn (papacy) made war with the saints, and pre- 
vailed against them ; until the Ancient of days came : 
and judgment was given to the sainis of the Most High : 
and the time came that the saints possessed the king- 
dom."— Dan. vii. "And then shall ihal wicked 
(papacy) be revealed, whom the Lord shall destroj 
wuh the brightness of his tpming." — 2 Thess. h. 

How hardly shall they that have riches ewer into the 
kingdom of God." — Luke xviii. "Because strait is 
the gate, and narrow is the way, which leadeth unto 
life; and few there be that find it "—Matt. vii. "In 
the world ye shall have tribulation." — John xvi. 
"These are they which came out of great tribulation." 
— Rev. vii. "Ami that JHPmust through much 
tribulation enter the kingdom of God." — Acts xiv. 

Not many wise men after the flesh, not many mighty, 
not many noble are called."—! Cor. i. " Yea, and 
all ihal will live godly in Christ Jesus, shall sutler 
persecution."— 2 Tim. iii. Now if these quotations 
from holy writ do not settle it at once, and forever, 
that the wicked will continue till the end; popery exist 
till Christ comes ; few ever walking the narrow way 
at the same time; all that get into heaven must be 
through much tribulation; but few wise or mighty 
chosen ; and then persecution the lot of all that live 
godly ; then, I know of no words in our language that 
could express it. Where, then, is there a space for a 
thousand years* glorious rest for the church on this side 
of the judgment, that she has been dreaming of for 120 
years back f Nowhere to be found ; but common 
sense, observation, and Scripture, all combine u> show, 
that it is not to be expected, until man comes up from 
the grave in the new creation. 

JUDGMENT BEGINS. 

The way is now prepared to see what the Bible 
leaches us will take place at the ushering in of th 
glorified KING DOM. The transcendently glorious day, 
so cheering to the true safnt, opens with ihe binding 
shutting up, and sealing of Satan in the bottomless pit 
with the souls of every man and woman who die with 
out a pardon from the great God. SilBOltaiMOasIy 
with this, the souls of all who have fell asleep in Christ 
will be seen surrounding him in his return to earth : 
their bodies, in the meantime, having heard his call,

Isaiah, in <h <■ 
thirty-third and thirty-fourth chapters, says, "The 
people shall be as the burnings of lime ; as thorns eul 
up shall they be burned in the fire j for it is the' day 
of ihe Lord's ver.geance." Also, "The streams of the 
iearih shall be turned into pitch, and the dust thereof 
Wo brimstone, and the land thereof shall become 
. burning pilch." Jeremiah, in the twenty -fifth chapter 



says, " The Lord shall give a shout, against all the 

inhabitants of the earth ; for the Lord hath a contro- 
versy with the nations, he will plead with all flesh: he 
will give them (hat are wicked to the sword, and a 
great whirlwind shall be raised up from the coasts of 
| the earth. And Ihe slain of the Lord shall be at that 
day from one end of the earth, even to the other end 
of the earth: they shall not he lamented, neither 
gathered, nor buried ; but shall be dung upon ihe 
ground ; for ihe Lord hath forsaken his coven, as the 
lion." Nahum, in ihe first chapter, says, "The moun- 
tains quake at him, and the hills melt, and the earth is 
burned at his presence, yea, the world, and all that 
dwell therein." Malachi, in the fourth chapter, says, 
" All the proud, yea, and all (hat do wickedly, shall be 
stubbles the day that cometh shall burn them up, saith 
the Lord of hosts, that it shall leave them neither root 
nor branch. Ye shall tread down the wicked : for they 
shall be ashes under the soles of your feet in the day 
that I shall do this, saith the Lord of hosts." In tne 
eleventh Psalm it says, "Upon the wicked he shall 
rain snares, fire and brimstone, and an horrible tem- 
pest." In Deuteronomy, thirty-second chapter, it says, 
" A fire is kindled in mine anger, and shall burn unto 
the lowest hell, and shall consume the earth with her 
increase, and set on fire the foundations of the moun- 
tains." The fire having spent its fury ; Satan shut up ; 
ever)' saint raised, or changed, and caught up- t every 
wicked man and woman burnt to ashes, and their souls 
gone off, in awful crowds, to join their old master in 
hell ; and now, in the emphatic language of Daniel, 
"Ths sakctcaxy is cleansed."

And here, now, the 
written revelation of God closes up, and leaves Saian 
and all ihe wicked in the lake of fire and brimstone; 
God and all the saints in the New Jerusalem, upon the 
new earth. 

CONCLVSION.

" As further proof," says a laie writer, " let any one 
examine the chronology, as given by Rollin or Jose- 
ph as, from the "ih year of Artaxerxes to the 22J 
year of Tibenus Cw, which was the year our Lord 
was crucified, and he will find it was 490 years." 
it is the opinion uf some, that Christ was burn four 



years before the commencement of our Christian era. 
Rut admitting this a fact, it does not alter the seal of 
the vision ; it only makes Christ four years older at his 
death, which some of the learned suppose was the fact. 

Let it be distinctly understood, that " the vision" 
which foretels the death of Christ, fonels his second 
coming, and his death, not his birth, seals the vision ;" 
hence we reckon back from d to a 490 years, and from 
4 to Ii forward to Ins second coming, which includes 
the whole vision, 23U0 years.

The pope was taken prtaoner, was carried 
by them a prisouer first to Licnnu in Tuscany, tl(j ra 
thence to Florence, afterwards to Cicnoh'u, then to 
Valence, in France, where he died, on the nineteenth of 
August, I7SJ9; since which t.me the pope of Rome has 
exercised no power over any of the kiu^s in Euioje, or 
the Proleslani church.
